The public having become acquainted 


and probably interested iu the rt-cent 
doings of Americans in Mindanao, the 
writer deems it in order that a de- 
scription of the island, its people and 
its resources would prove interesting, 
and to that end I shall endeavor to por- 
tray the conditions as I have found 
them 
through observation. As is 


known, the island is inhabited almost 
entirely by Moros to the number of 
oOO.OOO. They are Mohammedans ami 
are ruled by a sultan as far as re- 
ligion is concerned; otherwise the sul- j 
tan has no control over his subjects, j 
The Moros of the lake region are really 
in'as primitive a condition as they were 
a century ago. They are divided into 
bauds,, each band being ruled by a 
chief, Who styles himself datto or sul- 
tan,- as his means will allow. 


Each datto is independent of the 


others and has a fort iu his own 
principality. There are some sixty or 
seventy of these sultans or dattos in 
the island. They are frequently at war 
with one another, but once aroused in 
their religious feelings they would 
quickly unite, and there would be a 
general uprising among them and a 
united resistance against what they 
would consider as the common enemy. 
They are fanatical in their warfare 
and are really only in a semicivilized 
state. 


They have no conception of civilized 


warfare and resort to savage methods 
in their fighting. They are mostly 
armed with spears or bolos. but have 
many rifles among them, both Reming- 
ton and Mauser, the use of which they 
have'not thoroughly learned. 
In the 


forts of the stronger dattos may be 
found cannon of a very ancient type. 
Some arc of the sixteenth century, 
•\vhile the most modern are at least a 
century old. 
The charge of one of 


these cannon consists of old pieces of 
iron, lumps of lead in crude form and 
rocks. 
The people make their own 


gunpowder. 
It is the general opinion 


that they secure their arms through 
the Chinese people in the islands, al- 
though this is not an assured fact. 


It will take many years to thoroughly 


civilize these peoples, especially in the 
lake region, as they are the most ob- 
stinate and the hardest to convince 
that the Americans mean well. They 
are very sensitive find the easiest peo- 
ple in the world to insult. 
However, 


their ignorance will not prevent the 
development of the islands, and it is 
predicted that within the next three 
years Mindanao will be peopled with 
American farmers, prospectois and 
miners, and just as the great west of 
the United States leaped suddenly out 
of waste into the fairest and richest 
region of America so the island of 
Mindanao will spring into its rightful 
position of supremacy in the Philip- 
pine archipi-Iago. 


The region around Lake Lanao for 


many miles has most wonderful fa- 
cilities for agricultural development. In 
fact, the entire island is a country of 
most marvelous promise. The seeker 
after 
fortune, be he agriculturist, 


miner or business man, will find in 
Mindanao the most fruitful field in the 
orient. 


What Mindanao lacks is freedom- 


freedom for its people to cultivate the 
lauds, freedom for them to travel with 
some degree of safety throughout the 
island, to enable them to reach an out- 
let for the products of the interior. 
AVhat they need most is an opportunity 
to learn—to learn from books tho meth- 
ods of the west and the methods of 
civil government. They do not hunger j 
for it. 
They do not understand it. ! 


They need to be taught. 
i 


The problem of educating these peo- 


ple will indeed be a hard task. The 
language of the Moros is Arabic, one of 
the most difficult languages known, and 
this is the one great barrier toward 
their education. It will be necessary 
for our teachers to master Arabic in or- 
der to accomplish anything, as only a 
very small percentage of the Moros 
understand Spanish.

at St. Louis, 1904: 


The Louisiana Purchase exposition 


has appropriated the sum of §200,000 
for an aeronautical competition and 
exhibition. Of this a sum of .$100,000 
is offered as a grand prize to be com- 
peted for and awarded under the fol- 
lowing rules and conditions prescribed: 
Fifty thousand dolhus has been ap- 
propriated for minor and subsidiary 
prizes for competit'ons between air- 
ships, balloons, airship motors, kites, 
etc. The remaining .^50,000 is reserved 
for the expense incident to the competi- 
tion. 


The competition is open to all with- 


out limitation as to the power used or 
mechanical principle', involved. 


Xo applicant shall be admitted to the 


coinpef'iion who does not present sat-

isfactory evidence of having at some 
time made flight over at least a mile 
course and return, with a machine simi- 
lar in principle to that which he pro 
poses to use in the competition. The 
submission of this ^evidence may be de- 
layed to within ten days of the first 
competitive trial if reasonable' fause1 


for such delay seems to exist The 
aeronautical jury may rule out after 
due investigation any machine deemed 
too hazardous to life. 


No vehicle shall be admitted to the 


"onte^t which requires any permanent 
and visible connection with the earth 
or which is not absolutely free in its 
flight after the start is made. 


As an evidence of good faith an en- 


trance fee of §250 will be required 
which will be refunded when the ex- 
hibitor occupies the space assigned to 
him with an apparatus conforming to 
the rules.

person during its flight. 


The competitor making the best aver- 


age speed in strict accordance with 
these rules and regulations, provided 
that he has made the entire course 
three times at an average speed of not 
less than twenty miles an hour each 
time, shall be awarded the grand 
prize of $100,000, together with a suita- 
ble diploma, medal or certificate.

It is in a position to make 
a rate even as low as one cent per 
fire per year and supply only stock- 
holders if no others care to patronize 
it, and in the saving pay big interest 
on the sum invested. 


RIVER TO PUMP ITS WATER 


Irrigation 
Srttejiie 
Proposed 
In 


King's River Valley, California. 
To make the King's river of central 


California pump its own •water is the 
interesting pl;in presented by J. B. 
Lippiiicott, resident hj clrographer of the 
United Srates geological survey, \vho 
has recently iu\ csLig.-ited the possibil- 
ity of an increased use of that stieain 
for irrigation and other purposes, sajs 
a Washington dispatch to the Ne\v 
York Tribune. The King's river val- 
ley is one of the richest irrigation sec- 
tions of the west, the profits reported 
from the raisin crop alone in 1900, 
fiom the section near Fresno, "being 
moie than $2,000,000. Nearly 400,000 
acres are already under cultivation ai'd 
utilize almost all the available flow of 
the rivei', but fertile lands remain for 
•which there is not a sufficient water 
supply. This is especially true ot" the 
lands on the adjacent foothills of the 
Sieira Nevada, where high pi iced cit- 
rus fruits can be grown to great ad- 
vantage. 


Mr. LIppincott in his report shows 


that the construction of reservoirs for 
the impounding of flood waters on the 
tributaries would be of ^ilne, and he 
also suggests a plnn for the full con- 
servation of the rner's water. 'In the 
llatlands of the lower valley, common- 
ly known as the delta, the satids and 
gravels of the soil have become thor- 
oughly saturated through twenty or 
thirty years of irrigation, so that an 
abundance of water can be obtained 
from wells sunk into them. It is esti- 
mated that over 300.000 acre feet could 
be had from this source annually, or 
sufficient water to flood 000,000 acres 
to the depth of a foot each year. In 
Close proximity to this supply stand 
the steep slopes of the Sierras, among 
•whose summits King's river rises. On 
the upper courses of the river, where 
the watlr power possibilities are the 
best, it is proposed to erect a' plant of 
1,800 horsepower to generate 
2,2uO 


volts of electricity, transmit this pow- 
er at high tension forty-five miles to 
the lower valley, harness it to numer- 
ous pumping stations in different parts 
of the delta and so make the river 
pump its own water, which has been 
once used in irrigation, rer.deting it a 
second time available for the reclama- 
tion of new lands. It is estimated that 
if all the water driven from the pump- 
ing plants and the proposed storage 
reservoirs should be put on new areas 
it would mean the addition of 200,000 
acres of valuable land to the state.

The color of the stream is percepti- 


bly deeper blue than that of the neigh- 
boring sea, this blueness forming one' 
of the standard references of the. nau- 
tical novelists.' The depth of color is 
due to the high percentage of salt con- 
talned as compared with tbe cold green 
water of higher latitudes, observation 
having shown that the more salt held 
in solution by sea water the more in- 
tensely blue is its color. Thus even'in 
extratropical latitudes we sometimes 
observe water of a beautiful blue col- 
or, as for instance, in the Mediterra- 
nean and in other- nearly landlocked 
basins, where the influx'of fresher wa- 
ter, being more or less impeded, the 
percentage of salt contained is raised 
by evaporation above the average, says 
the National Geographic Magazine. 


Another important fact in connection 


with the stream is its almost tropical 
temperature, due to the fact that its 
high velocity enables it to reach the 
middle latitudes with very little loss 
of heat Upon entering its limits the 
temperature of the sea water frequent- 
ly shows a rise of ten degrees and even 
fifteen degrees.' It was this fact that 
gave to the stream in the later years 
of the eighteenth century and the ear- 
lier years of the nineteenth an impor- 
tance in the minds of navigators that 
it no longer possesses. In those days 
the chronometer, invented by Harri- 
son in 1T65, was still an experiment 
Instruments were crude and nautical 
tables often at fault. 


The result was that the determina- 


tion of the longitude was largely a 
matter of guesswork, a vessel after a 
voyage from the channel to America 
often being out of her reckoning by de- 
grees instead of by minutes. The idea, 
first suggested by Benjamin Franklin, 
that the master of a vessel, by observ- 
ing the temperature of the surface wa- 
ter, could tell the moment of his entry 
into the gulf stream and could hence 
fix his position to within a few miles 
was hailed with delight. 


The method was published in 1700 


by Jonathan Williams in a work 
lengthily 
entitled 
"Thermometrical 


Navigation: Being a series of experi- 
ments and observations 
tending to 


prove that by ascertaining the relative 
heat of the sea water from time to 
time the passage of a ship through the 
gulf stream and from deep water into 
soundings may be discovered in time 
to avoid danger." In this work he 
makes a. patriotic comparison of the 
gulf stream to a streak of red, white 
and blue, painted upon the surface of " 
the sea for the guidance of American 
navigators.

there is a race of white people in 
the interior of the island of MIndoro. 
These white men were discovered 
twenty-five years ago by a Spanish 
surgeon who had penetrated the in- 
terior on a hunting trip, says a dis- 
patch from San Francisco to the New 
York Herald. 


The surgeon noticed some birds of 


rare and curious plumage and, anxious 
to secure a specimen, was led for sev- 
eral miles through the trails of a dense 
tropical growth. He came to a clear- 
ing, in the centre of which stood a 
neatly built hut. 
On a nearby tree 


wns resting one of the birds he sought. 
He took careful aim, fired and missed 
the bird. 


The sound of the explosion alarmed 


the inhabitants of the hut, and, while 
looking in vain for the bird, the sur- 
geon was surprised to see a white mau 
and woman step out of the bouse, stare 
at him with frightened gaze and then 
run for the cover of a nearby thicket. 
He followed the fleeing pair, but after 
a short distance lost their trail and re- 
turned to the hut. 


Within, lying nil unconscious of 


their parents' alarm, he found two boy 
babies, apparently twins. 
They had 


blue eyes, and such hair ns they had 
was fair and straight. After waiting 
several hours for the parents' return 
the surgeon decided to take possession 
of the twins. 
This he did, and by 


dint of great care got them to Manila 
alive and in good health.

them to Spain. He secured per- 


mission to make the journey and, 
irmed with detailed directions from 
the surgeon, started out on a search 
"or his parents. 


About a year after his departure the 


surgeon received a letter from his fos- 
ter son. He had found his parents and 
had decided to cast his lot with them 
and their people. They were Moham- 
medans, he said, and he purposed to 
devote his life to introducing the Chris- 
:ian religion and in other ways to give 
:he people from whom he had been 
iidnaped the benefit of his wider 
inowledge. 


The young lawyer, it is said, is now 


the ruling sultan of this isolated peo- 
ple. 
Under his influence many of them 


,m*e embraced the Christian religion, 
and a limited and strictly commercial 
intercourse has been established with 
tbe outside world. 


Manuel Castro is one of the few out- 


siders admitted to the privilege of 
trade with these shut in Caucasians.

LAWSON'S NEW BOOK. 


Boston Millionaire's "History of 


the America's Cup." 


HE ATTACKS NOTED TAOHTSMEH. 


Sew York Ynelit Clnb Aceutd *f 


Sharp Practice—Sir Thomas Upto« 
Called a Moses—Before the Inde- 
pendence Was Dnllt Her Owner Se- 
cured General P»lne'» Opinion. 
Members of the New York Yacht 


club may borrow from their friends In 
other yacht clubs copies of "The Law- 
son History of the America's Cup." It 
was sent out by the publishers the oth- 
er day for Mr. Law son, but the New 
York Yacht club was the only promi- 
nent yachting organization in the 
world not included in the list prepared 
by the owner of Independence, says 
the New York World. The author has 
used the America's cup as a hook on 
which to "hang many tales about the 
New York Yacht club, its methods and 
its membership. 


Mr. Lawson says that ever since the 


Dunraven scandal Englishmen have 
felt they were "up against it" in deal- 
ing with the New York Yacht club. 


Taking up jachtlng, Mr. Lawson 


states that after the inquiry into Dun- 
ra\en's charges of fraud (1895-96) 
there came "to the real pillars of Amer- 
ican yachting the disjointed, fragmen- 
tary proof that the sport in America 
had, as it ncared the end of its first 
fifty years, been gradually worked 
from the broad seaway of open hon- 
esty into the nairow channel, fast be- 
coming crowded to the danger point, 
•which the world designates by the sig- 
nificant title sharp practice." 


Mr. Lawson declares that after the 


Dunraven hearing the leading yacht 
clubs of Great Britain "entered into a 
hard and fast 'gentlemen's agreement' 
to the effect that never again would the 
clubs which'were parties to the agree- 
ment have aught to do with the New 
York Yacht club." This not so much 
because they believed Lord Dunraven's 
charges to be specifically true, "but 
solely because it had become conviction 
with them that in the conduct of its 
sports the New York Yacht club em- 
ployed methods that required of gentle- 
men a mental activity which, while 
perhaps allowable in trade, was rather 
too wearing for healthy sport. 


"One of the prominent and most lib- 


eral minded of the Englishmen men- 
tioned voiced the prevailing sentiment 
of bis fellow yachtsmen when he said: 
'It is not a question of cheating or of 
what proportion of the American club 
are gentlemen and what part cads; it is 
simply, Is the game worth the playing 
wnen playerg must be prepared to split 
bairs like barristers, wrangle like fish- 
women or be licked and told they are 
good fellows by those who are .con- 
tinually under the impression they will 
be taken for cutpurses unless allowed 
to bore you with tittle tattle of who 
they are and what they sprung from? 
Englishmen jpight be willing to submit 
to all this it it was necessary, but to 
voluntarily seek it as sport is, we think, 
asking a bit too much.'" 


In this predicament, according to Mr. 


Latvson, the New York Yacht club 
made great efforts to bring about an- 
other challenge, going so far as to offer 
financial assistance to any one TVho 
would challenge. Then he goes on: 


"When the New York Yacht club 


syndicate was meeting with rebuff aft- 
er rebuff in its efforts to induce some 
European to rescue the chestnuts from 
the fire its petty jealousies and over- 
reaching practices had kindled, there 
appeared in the yachting firmament a 
new star of sucb brilliancy and mag- 
nitude as easily to be recognized by all 
as that of a Moses to le.ad the New 
York Yacht club out of the wilderness. 
* * * The predicament of the club 
was discerned by the acute vision of 
Tiomas Jobnstone Lipton, a rollicking 
son, 
by parentage, of the little green 


isle whence come so many of Amer- 
ica's leaders, but by birth a product of 
the land of the hardy thistle." 


"In 1897," says Mr. Lawson, "Thom- 


as J. Lipton, soon to be created a 
knight, having in mind the incorpora- 
tion of bis many stores, shops and 
plantations, with distilleries, into a 
trust called 'Lipton's Limited,' with 
shares to be floated upon the English 
public, and possessing an experienced 
eye for any new form of advertising, 
perceived that the America's cup races 
and the predicament of the New York 
Yacht club could be made invaluable 
as a boomer of his business if properly 
worked. 


"To perceive with him was to act, 


and coincident with his appearance as 
challenger for the cup, as Sir Thomas 
Lipton, newly made knight, the Amer- 
ican press and the dead walls of the 
United States teemed with the virtues 
of Lipton's wares, while incidentally 
the fact was made known that Sir 
Thomas, though of Irish extraction 
and Scotch birth and cheek by jowl 
companion of his royal highnees the 
Prince of Wales, was at heart a real 
Yankee." 


Perhaps the most important state- 


ment in the book is that before build- 
ing the Independence Mr. Lawson se- 
cured the opinion of General Charles 
J. Paine, who built the Volunteer and 
was part owner of Puritan and May- 
flower, on tiie eligibility of a vessel 
not enrolled in the New York Yacht 
club to take part in the trial races. 
General Paine went on record as say- 
ing that, in his opinion, the owner of 
any yacht built with the idea of de- 
fending the cup had a right to starl 
his vessel in the trial races and thai 
the vessel need not be a yacht either 
so long as she was within the water 
line length agreed on between chal- 
lenger and defenders^

Ball Bearing Freight Cars. 


Experiments are being conducted by 


the Illinois Central with a device that 
may revolutionize the freight carrying 
business... The experiments are being 
made with a box car, the trucks of 
which are fitted with ball bearing jour- 
nals, which make the car -run so easily 
that a single person can move it. This 
feat was easily accomplished today by 
many people who were examining the 
car as it stood in the yards. The bear- 
ing consists of four races of three- 
quarter inch balls. 
The latter are 


built to take the thrust of the car when 
oing around a curve. 
There are 132 


three quarter inch balls in each jour- 
nal ,each of which will sustain a crush- 
ing strain of 78,000 pounds. 
The 


smaller balls will sustain a weight of 
38,000 pounds. 
The car in question 


was loaded with 80 pounds of steel 
casting and made the trip to New Or- 
leans, where'it was loaded with coffee 
and returned to Chicago. It is stated 
that the journals have an average life 
of seven years, which is much longer 
than the journals now in use. The 
most important advantage claimed for 
them is the great ease with which they 
can be moved. If practicable train 
loads can easily be doubled and hauled 
with the same power now used. This 
would mean great econpmy in opera- 
tion. 


Prevents Many Accidents. 


Statistics secured by State Railroad 


Commissioner J. C. Morris show with 
remarkable force, the wisdom of the 
law requiring freight cars to be equip- 
ped with automatic couplers. A very 
large proportion of the serious acci- 
dents to railway train men before the 
state required this equipment, occur- 
red between the ponderous bumpers of 
freight cars. With the new equipment 
it is not necessary for brakemen in 
helping to make up trains to get be- 
tween the cars at all. In 1900 there 
were 573 accidents to trainmen while 
engaged in coupling and uncoupling 
cars. By the beginning of 1901 most 
of the cars used in the state had been 
equipped with automatics. The num- 
ber of accidents in the state happening 
to trainmen, while coupling and un 
coupling and uncoupling cars in 1901 
was reduced to 159. 
Of these 18 oc 


curred on cars that had not yet been 
equipped. 
The 
whole number o; 


deaths among the railway trainmen by 
accident in 1900 was 164 and in 1901 
though there was much greater rail 
way business than in the previous 
year, there were only 176 fatal acci 
dents. The old couplers were respoi* 
sible for loss of hands and fingers to a 
great degree. In 1900 there were 61 
accidents resulting in the loss of limbs 
while in 1901 there were only 34.

Filed for Middle of August —Weather 


er Unusually Cool—General Con- 


dition of Crops. 


Columbus, Aug. 20—The weather re- 


port of the -local United States bureau 
for the week ending Monday, August 
18, shows the following summary: 


"The weather has been cool with 


much cloudiness 
during the 
week. 


Some very light showers occurred dur- 
ing the first days, but more rain is 
needed in the south and portions of 
the central section of the state. The 
cool weather has retarded the growth 
of corn. Oats "are being threshed with 
large yield. 
Second crop clover very 


heavy, but there is complaint^ from 
some sections that the heads are not 
filling well. 
Tobacco is doing very 


well; a little has been cut. Pastures 
are holding out very well, though dry- 
ing up some in southwestern counties. 


"The temperature for July averages 


slightly above normal in the northern 
section and slightly below in the mid- 
dle and south, the departures being 
very slight in all sections of the state. 
There was an excess of precipitation 
in the northern sections of the state. 
In the middle section the precipitation 
was excessive, and in the south section 
a marked deficiency was noticeable. 


"Wheat harvest progressed rapidly 


in tne south, where threshing was 
commenced; in the northern and some 
central counties harvesting was much 
delayed by the frequent and quite 
heavy rains.

storms, occurred on the 28th, resulting 
in considerable damage to crops and 
buildings."
